I  am  requesting  a  Governor's  Pardon  to  assist  in  my  eligibility  for  immigration  relief.  In  1984, 1 
was  convicted  of  violation  of  Health  and  Safety  Code  section  11360(a);  transport,  sell  furnish, 
administer  marijuana  in  Los  Angeles  County  approximately  30  years  ago.

home  placement  facility  by  the  name  of  I  completed  approximately  8 

months  of  treatment  in  this  facility  until  I  was  removed  for  a  probation  violation.  I  served  an 
additional  six  months  in  Riverside  County  Juvenile  Hall  and  one  month  in  a  boys  group  home.

18  1.  1  am  the  petitioner,  Bryan  Di  Pane.  I  make  the  following  statements  to  the 

19  best  of  my  personal  knowledge  and  if  called  as  a  witness  could  and  would  testify  under 

20  the  penalty  of  perjury  to  the  same: 

21  1  2.  I  am  not  serving  a  sentence  for  any  offense  and  am  not  under  charge  of 

22  commission  of  any  crime  and  have  since  February  17,  1983  lived  an  honest  and

I  have  raised  three  wonderful  daughters  and  have  helped  many 
people  realize  their  dreams  by  building  and  remodeling  theft  homes.  I  have  also  helped 
many  friends  and  strangers  who  were  in  need,  unable  to  afford  much-needed  repair  on 
their  homes.  I  am  requesting  this  Pardon  to  further  restore  my  civil  rights  and  to  better 
prevent  any  further  judgment  based  on  this  old  conviction;  additionally,  for  the  sake  of  my 
business  and  my  ability  to  provide  for  my  family;  and  lastly,  I  would  just  like  to  have  this 
foolish  mistake  that  1  made  as  a  young  man  over  30  years  ago  put  to  rest,  once  and  for  all.

I  worked  very  hard  and 
volunteered  when  ever  I  could  for  overtime  and  stayed  late  if  asked  to  do  so. 
Eventually,  as  a  result  of  management  noticing  my  work  ethics,  I  received  a  small 
promotion  from  fleet  transporter  to  Finance  Dealer  Coordinator  as  they  felt  I  worked 
well  with  the  co-workers  the  general  public  and  the  auto  dealers.  I  worked  hard  and 
after  6  years  with  that  company,  I  was  able  to  buy  my  first  home 
California.  It  was  a  very  exciting  time  for  me  to  see  my  hard  work  pay  off . 

I  left  the  company  after  6  years  because  I  was  offered  another  position  with  another 
company  that  paid  a  little  better.  I  learned  to  do  other  type  of  work,  but  still  working 
in  the  filed  of  finance  in  a  home  loan  position.  I  received  extensive  training  and 
learned  every  thing  I  could.  After  a  short  period,  I  was  promoted  to  Jr.  Loan 
Officer.  The  pay  was  not  to  good  but  I  again  learned  a  lot.  After  a  few  years  I  left 
that  position  for  a  better  paying  job. 

I  wasinterviewed  for  a  financial  position  with 

California.  During  the  time  I  worked 

I  obtained  a  second  job  at  night  and  also  continued  to  go  to  school.  On  some 
weekends  I  would  also  do  DJ  jobs  for  social  occasions  that  I  enjoyed. 

After  2  years  they  offered  me  a  promotion  and 

higher  pay  as  Assistant  Branch  Manager.

This  was  a  big  decision  for  me  to  make  as  the  position  was  in  the  State  of  Arizona.  I 
took  the  offer  and  have  been  there  in  Arizona  ever  since.  Again,  3  years  after 
moving  to  Arizona ,  I  was  able  to  buy  my  second  home,  where  I  presently  live. 

Since  my  release  date  in  1996, 1  have  not  been  in  any  type  of  problems  in  fact 
I  have  been  working  daily  and  enjoy  doing  so.  I  continue  to  learn  what  I  can  and 
have  become  a  productive,  contributing  good  citizen. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  CYA  staff  and  all  my  counselors  for  giving  me  the  opportunity 
to  become  a  good  citizen  and  progress  through  the  ranks  as  a  positive  roll  model  to 
other  inmates.  I  have  e-mailed  the  Chief  Deputy  Secretary  of  Juvenile  Justice, 
thanking  CYA  for  changing  my  life.  The  Chief  Deputy  extended  an  invitation  to  me 
speak  to  the  inmates. 

As  of  this  writing,  I  am  proud  to  inform  you  that  1  have  been  promoted  to  Branch

2)  Describe  the  Circumstances  of  the  crime  for  which  I  am  requesting  the  pardon: 


My  first  marriage  was  difficult  to  say  the  least.  There  were  trust  issues 
between  myself  and  my  first  wife  and  we  had  a  generally  unhealthy  relationship. 
Although  we  had  lived  together  for  a  little  while  before  getting  married,  we  tied  the 
knot  onH^^^^|.  It  was  not  long  before  I  found  out  that  my  wife  had 
been  betraying  my  trust  with  another  man.  Knowledge  of  this  fact  only 
compounded  our  marital  problems.  She  was  an  abuser  of  drugs  and  alcohol,  and 
her  addiction  destroyed  her  health  and  contributed  to  destroy  our  relationship.  On 
May  27,  1993, 1  chose  to  confront  her  about  both  her  lack  of  fidelity  as  well  as  her 
drug  and  alcohol  abuse.  Like  many  of  our  conversations  during  that  time  period,  it 
quickly  became  an  argument  and  then  a  full-on  shouting  match.  In  a  terrible  flare- 
up  I  raised  my  hand  against  her  and  caused  her  injury.  That  moment  led  to  my 
conviction  for  a  misdemeanor  domestic  violence  charge.  I  did  45  days  of  work 
project,  and  3  years  of  probation  which  1  completed  successfully. 

My  relationship  with  my  ex-wife  was  turbulent,  to  say  the  least.  Of  course, 
there  is  absolutely  NO  excuse  for  putting  my  hands  on  her,  but  at  the  time  I  struck 
her  I  was  deeply  hurt  by  her  betrayal.  She  broke  the  vows  we  made  to  one  another, 
and  she  continued  to  abuse  alcohol  and  drugs,  throwing  away  some  of  the  qualities 
that  I  had  seen  in  her  when  I  asked  her  to  marry  me.  We  were  never  able  to  fully 
reconcile  after  this  event  occurred,  and  as  far  as  I’m  concerned,  it  is  certainly  for 
the  better.  I  now  have  a  new  wife  whom  I  love  dearly.  That  doesn’t  mean  I  don’t 
still  feel  remorse  for  what  I  did.  My  first  wife’s  infidelity  and  lifestyle  choices 
were  no  excuse  for  my  actions.  I  knew  better  than  to  hit  her,  and  I  am  ashamed 
that  I  stooped  to  that  level.  I  let  my  emotions  get  the  best  of  me  and  reacted 
without  thinking.  It  was  the  worst  decision  of  my  life,  and  I  will  be  eternally  sorry 
for  what  I  did  to  her. 

3)  Why  I  am  requesting  the  pardon: 

The  incident  involving  my  ex-wife  is  one  that  I  have  regretted  since  it 
happened.  I  have  lived  with  the  regret  and  the  remorse,  and  I  have  prayed  for 
forgiveness.  Despite  my  best  efforts  to  leave  that  episode  in  my  life  behind  me,  it 
is  something  that  continues  to  bother  me.  It  has  also  come  up  in  my  service  to  the 
State  of  California  through  the  National  Guard.  1  have  applied  for  both  a  “set 
aside”  under  California  Penal  Code  1203.4  and  a  “restoration  of  rights”  under 
California  Penal  Code  12021(c)  -  both  applications  were  granted.  I  feet  that 
obtaining  a  pardon  from  the  Governor  will  be  the  last  step  in  closing  the  chapter  of 
my  life  where  I  made  this  terrible  mistake.

Circumstances  of  the  Crime 


My  boyfriend,  my  kids  and  I  drove  from  Kansas  City  to  California  to  take 
the  kids  to  Disneyland.  I  was  on  vacation  in  California  for  about  four  days 
when  the  incident  happened.  I  was  with  my  boyfriend,  his  brother  and  my  3 
yr.  old  son.  We’d  gone  to  the  Santa  Monica  beach  earlier  that  day.  My 
boyfriend  asked  me  to  carry  his  gun  in  my  waistband  and  his  wallet  while 
his  shorts  dried.  We  went  to  the  liquor  store  and  ran  into  an  acquaintance  of 
his  that  told  him  his  cousin  wanted  to  sell  the  rims  to  his  truck.  So  my 
boyfriend  told  him  we  would  be  right  over.  They  came  to  an  agreement  that 
my  boyfriend  would  purchase  the  rims  and  they  would  install  them  for  him. 
There  was  a  disagreement  about  whether  or  not  the  lug  nuts  came  with  the 
rims.  There  were  about  7  guys  in  their  back  yard  drinking  and  doing  some 
mechanic  work.  A  fight  broke  out  between  my  boyfriend  and  the  guy 
installing  the  rims,  then  all  of  a  sudden  there  were  two  guys  in  front  of  my 
boyfriend’s  brother  and  I  and  my  3yr.  old  son,  who  told  us  we  had  to  leave 
the  property,  so  we  were  walking  down  the  driveway  exiting  the  property, 
when  I  heard  my  boyfriend  say  something  and  I  gave  him  his  wallet,  the 
next  thing  I  know  he  (my  boyfriend)  is  on  the  ground  (shoved  down  by  two 
of  the  guys)  by  my  feet  and  as  he  stands  up,  he  pulls  the  gun  I  had  in  my 
waistband  and  all  I  heard  was  one  shot.  ..I  turned  around  and  saw  one  of  the 
guys  was  hit  and  then  I  picked  up  my  son  and  started  running  out  of  the 
property.  As  I  ran,  I  heard  two  more  shots.  Scared,  lost  and  confused  I  just 
walked  until  the  police  came  by  and  arrested  me  with  my  son.  My  boyfriend 
and  his  brother  got  away  (My  boyfriend  was  caught  about  6  months  later).  I 
was  then  charged  with  penal  code  187.  At  the  time  of  my  arrest  I  was  22 
years  old  and  terrified  at  what  had  happened.  I  fought  the  case  for  about  lyr. 
and  a  half.  The  murder  charge  was  dropped  and  I  plead  no  contest  to 
accessory  after  the  fact.  1  served  1 1  more  months  at  Chowchilla’s  Prison  for 
Women.

Humbly,  I  am  asking  for  a  out  of  state  pardon  and  firearms  rights  restored..  On  or  about 
Aug.25, 1975,1  was  convicted  of  the  felony  grand  theft  (see  exhibit  A)  in  the  county  of  Los 
Angeles,State  of  California.  My  sentence  for  this  offense  was  commitment  to  Chino  State 
Prison,  at  Chino  California. 

I  was  discharged  from  state  prison  on  Julyl7,1977  and  released  from  parole  on 
Aprill7.1978.  My  Department  of  Corrections  number  is  (see  exhibit  E) 

1  became  a  member  of  Alcoholics  Anomymous  on  Nov.  17,1 982  and  by  doing  the 
recommended  12  steps  I  discovered  my  many  character  defects.  .1  am  truly  sorry  for  my 
offenses.and  the  cost  and  pain  I  have  caused  people.  Today  I  am  grateful  to  have  been 
sober  for  20+  years.  My  good  example  of  not  drinking  has  had  great  effect  on  my  family 
members,  friends,and  some  newcomers  to  AA  and  some  quit  drinking, also. 

The  reason  for  asking  for  this  pardon  is  my  wife’s  health ,  I  need  to  work,  perhaps  the  rest 
of  my  life.  My  wife  at  the  age  of  1 8  months , drank  from  a  coke  bottle  on  top  of  a 

kerosene  stove,  it  had  kerosene  in  it  and  her  lungs  were  damaged.  I  have  never  been  able 
to  get  health  insurance  for  her.  She  had  to  apply  for  SSI  medicad  and  welfare  from  the 
State  of  Nevada  in  Aug,2002,  and  was  offically  granted  these  benefits  in  Jan,2003.  She  is 
now  44  years  old  and  been  declared  a  disabled  person.(see  Exhibit  B),and  I  do  not  want  to 
be  burden  on  any  State  or  Federal  Goverment. 

I  am  willing, and  must  work.  I  have  good  health,  but  all  our  life  savings  are  depleted  from 
medical  bills,  doctors,  and  prescriptions.  Commonly,  the  yearly  bills  were  $50,000.00 
and  in  2002  over  $125,000.00  when  she  was  in  the  hospital,  for  six  or  seven  days,  five 
times.

I  was  addicted  to 
marijuana  and  cocaine  at  the  time,  I  was  not  a  seller  but  a  middle  man  and  was  caught  in  a  sting 
operation.  At  the  time  I  was  making  very  poor  choices  with  my  life.

Specifically,  Mr.  Owens'  was  aware  of  a  friend’s  plan  to  rob  a  convenience  store 
and  intended  to  receive  a  share  of  the  money  from  the  robbery.  He  served  one 
year,  six  months  prison,  and  three  years  parole.  He  was  discharged  on  August 
6,  2004,  having  completed  his  sentence. 

Daniel  Owens  has  submitted  to  this  office  a  formal  application  for 
executive  clemency  in  the  form  of  a  gubernatorial  pardon.  He  has  shown  that 
since  his  release  from  custody,  he  has  lived  an  honest  and  upright  life,  exhibited 
good  moral  character,  and  conducted  himself  as  a  law  abiding  citizen. 

By  the  laws  of  this  state  it  is  proper  that  I,  as  Governor  of  the  State  of 
California,  give  testimony  that,  by  completion  of  his  sentence  and  good  conduct 
in  the  community  of  his  residence  since  his  release,  Daniel  Owens  has  paid  his 
debt  to  society  and  earned  a  full  and  unconditional  pardon. 

THEREFORE,  I,  EDMUND  G.  BROWN  JR.,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
California,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution 
and  statutes  of  the  State  of  California,  do  hereby  grant  to  Daniei  Owens  a  full  and 
unconditional  pardon  for  the  above  offense,  including  the  right  to  own,  possess, 
and  keep  a  firearm  to  the  extent  permitted  by  California  Penal  Code  Section 
4854.

My  name  is  Jon  Sells.  In  1988  while  living  in  California  I  was  arrested  for  possession  of  a  controlled 
substance  for  sale.  I  am  currently  seeking  a  Governors  Pardon.  I  do  not  want  to  discount  the  mistakes  I 
made,  nor  have  I  ever  denied  what  I  had  done.  I  would  like  to  tell  you  how  it  happened  as  well  as  where 
I  have  been  and  what  I  have  accomplished  since. 

I  got  caught  up  with  some  guys  who  owned  a  bar  beside  my  house  that  were  dealing  in  drugs.  At  the 
time  I  had  a  job  with and  was  part  of  the  Sheet  Metal  Workers 
Union.  I  was  only  making  about  $7.00  an  hour  at  the  time  and  the  lure  of  easy  money  tempted  me. 
These  guys  befriended  me  and  it  didn't  take  long  before  I  was  sucked  in.  Shortly  after  that  I  lost  my  job, 
my  fiance  and  my  place  to  live.  I  ended  up  moving  in  with^^^^^^^J,  as  I  had  no  other  place  to  go. 
One  night^^^asked  me  to  go  and  meet  a  guy  that  he  had  given  money  to  that  owed  him.  I  told  him  I 
would  and  met  with  the  guy  at  a  car  dealership.  I  did  not  know  at  the  time  our  conversation  was  being 
recorded  by  the  police.  We  agreed  to  meet  in  an  alley  to  make  the  exchange,  an  exchange  that  never 
took  place.  I  never  took  the  product  or  money  from  him.  A  few  days  later,  I  was  arrested.  I  was  given  a 
court  appointed  attorney  and  he  told  me  there  was  evidence  of  me  making  a  deal  and  that  I  should  plea 
my  case  and  I  would  only  get  6  months.  On  his  advice,  that  is  what  I  did.  I  served  my  time  and  was 
released  in  April  of  1989. 

After  my  release,  I  knew  i  needed  to  leave  the  area  so  I  did  not  get  sucked  back  into  that  life.  I 
arranged  to  have  my  probation  transferred  to  Ohio  and  that  is  where  I  am  today.  When  I  got  back  to 
OhicflBHHI  with  help  from  my  family  I  was  able  to  get  my  life  on  track.  I  went  to  work  for  a 
plumbing  and  heating  company  and  worked  very  diligently  to  learn  the  trade  and  make  a  life.  In  1990  I 
was  married  and  we  had  a  child  together.  Today  he  is  23  years  old,  my  wife  and  I  are  still  together  and 
we  all  work  together  at  our  own  plumbing  and  heating  business  that  we  started  in  1998.  Together  we 
have  grown  our  company  into  a  thriving  growing  business  in  our  community  that  supports  11  other 
families.  We  have  built  our  business  on  honesty,  and  integrity.  We  support  local  childrens  ball  teams  and 
various  other  local  efforts. 

I  write  this  letter  to  you  today  for  the  purpose  of  asking  for  a  governors  pardon.  I  have  asked  for,  and 
received  an  expungement  of  my  record,  but  I  would  like  to  put  this  completely  behind  me  so  that  I  may 
grow  further  in  my  business  as  well  as  personally.  I  would  like  to  acquire  more  licenses  that  having  a 
felony  on  my  record  makes  unattainable.

Why  I  want  a  pardon: 

First  and  foremost.  I  desire  a  pardon  because  I  have  turned  my  life  around  completely  since  i  was 
released  from  prison.  I  have  rebuilt  my  life  from  the  ground  up,  removing  myself  from  unhealthy 
environments  and  unhealthy  people,  and  have  surrounded  myself  instead  with  those  who  are 
positive  and  uplifting.  Drawing  on  my  personal  experience,  I  have  begun  a  non-for-profit 
organization  helping  formerly  incarcerated  women  reintegrate  with  their  communities.  Now,  1 
am  helping  others  to  follow  my  example.  1  earnestly  want  a  pardon  because  I  am  no  longer  the 
same  person  emotionally,  spiritually,  academically  or  mentally,  that  I  was  previously.  My  heart 
has  truly  changed,  and  it  is  re  flected  in  my  work  and  in  every  aspect  of  my  life. 

In  addition,  I  would  like  to  become  a  licensed  psychologist,  and  in  order  to  take  the  test  to 
become  licensed  in  Pennsylvania,  I  need  to  have  a  record  which  shows  no  felonies.  1  have 
received  a  Master’s  Degree  and  am  working  towards  a  Doctorate  Degree.  When  I  have 
completed  my  education,  my  desire  is  to  go  into  private  practice.  A  pardon  would  allow  me  to  do 
so,  and  in  turn,  continue  to  help  others  who  have  experienced  similar  setbacks  in  their  lives,  and 
at  the  same  time  give  back  to  my  community. 


Why  I  think  1  should  be  granted  a  pardon: 

i  feel  I  should  be  granted  a  pardon  because  1  have  totally  rehabilitated  my  life,  and  although  I  am 
still  on  the  road  to  recovery  -  1  have  not  reoffended.  I  think  you  would  agree  this  is  a  very 
positive  sign  and  demonstrates  my  commitment  to  completely  turning  my  life  around  and 
remaining  free  from  offense  for  the  rest  of  my  life. 

As  I  have  rebuilt  my  life,  started  a  nonprofit  organization,  and  become  a  community  leader,  I 
have  also  built  a  very  positive  reputation  in  the  process,  and  I  very  much  need  for  that  reputation, 
and  my  name,  to  be  credible  in  die  community  I  serve.  A  pardon  will  help  in  that  endeavor. 

Also,  a  pardon  will  help  me  to  continue  to  help  others  in  their  journey  and  allow  me  to  pursue 
my  persona]  and  professional  goals  in  life,  Both  these  things  will  help  build  a  better  community, 
and  a  better  society,  which  1  believe  is  ultimately  the  goal  of  the  criminal  justice  system  in 
America  anyway.  My  total  rehabilitation  is  a  credit  to  that  system,  and  to  the  hard  work  1  have 
invested  in  myself,  as  well  as  to  the  hard  work  done  by  people  like  you  behind  the  scenes  every 
day. 


For  these  reasons,  1  hope  and  pray  you  will  provide  me  with  a  pardon.

Simmons  is  the  Founder  and  Executive  Director  of  Why  Not  Prosper,  Inc.,  an  organization  dedicated  to 
helping  females  in  prison  make  a  smooth  transition  back  into  society  after  their  incarceration.  She 
founded  the  group  believing  in  the  importance  of  giving  women  a  hand  up,  not  a  hand  out. 

Preserving  women's  rights  did  not  spark  Rev.  Simmons'  interest  as  a  youth  in  Philadelphia,  but  her 
motivation  to  launch  Why  Not  Prosper  came  from  her  own  experience.  After  living  through  much 
adversity  in  her  adolescent  and  early  adult  years,  including  abuse,  legal  problems  and  substance  use,  she 
became  inspired  to  turn  her  life  around  and  to  help  others.  Over  time,  she  found  hope  through 
Christianity  and  attended  self-help  programs  to  overcome  her  addiction,  achieving  sobriety  in  1999. 

Rev.  Simmons  has  dedicated  numerous  hours  of  volunteer  service  over  the  past  13  years  to  improve  the 
quality  of  life  for  disenfranchised  people  through  prison  outreach,  missionary  work,  and  mentorship. 

Rev.  Simmons  has  financed  multiple  trips  around  the  world  in  order  to  provide  goods  and  supplies  such 
as  eyeglasses,  medication,  food,  clothing,  and  educational  materials  to  people  in  Haiti,  Gambia, 

Bermuda,  Jamaica,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Santo  Domingo. 

In  2003,  Rev.  Simmons  opened  Why  Not  Prosper  House,  a  transitional  house  for  female  ex-offenders. 
Through  Why  Not  Prosper,  Rev.  Simmons  has  established  both  a  mentoring  and  graphic  arts  program  for 
female  ex-offenders,  where  they  learn  skills  needed  to  become  entrepreneurs.  Two  resource  centers 
she's  established  offer  women  access  to  parenting  and  life  skills  classes  and  a  variety  of  employment 
services.  The  focus  of  her  next  project  is  to  build  a  larger  housing  facility  to  accommodate  more  women 
and  with  the  help  of  God  this  mission  will  be  accomplished.

On  December  9, 1 976, 1  plead  guilty  to  the  charge,  and  on  December  30,  1 976  I  was  sentenced  to 
45  days  in  the  Yolo  County  jail  followed  by  24  months  of  probation.  My  time  in  jail  was 
shortened  for  good  behavior,  and  I  left  the  jail  daily  on  work  furlough  to  commute  to  work.

Personal  Statement 


By  Eddy  Zheng 

“The  decisions  that  you  make  today  dictate  the  outcome  of  your  future.”  This  is  one  of 
the  messages  that  I  share  with  young  people  when  l  do  presentations  around  the  country.  After 
being  imprisoned  for  21  years  of  my  life,  I  know  the  prophecy  of  how  making  bad  decisions  can 
negatively  impact  thousands  of  lives  intimately. 

At  the  age  of  1 6, 1  made  a  decision  that  I  will  regret  for  the  rest  of  my  life.  In  January  of 
1986, 1  participated  in  a  crime  of  kidnap  to  commit  robbery  with  two  other  teenagers.  Under  the 
influence  of  a  materialistic  mindset,  I  violated  a  family  of  four  Chinese  Americans.  After  a  tiring 
day  at  work,  the  parents  were  ready  to  return  to  their  comfortable  home  with  their  two  young 
children  to  cat  dinner  and  relax.  However,  never  in  their  dreams  could  they  anticipate  that  in  the 
shadow  of  darkness  were  three  callous  teenagers  waiting  to  inflict  harm  against  them.  For  six 
endless  hours,  the  family  of  four  endured  mental  and  physical  suffering.  As  a  result,  all  of  our 
lives  changed  forever.  I  was  arrested  at  the  scene  of  the  crime.  The  court  charged  me  as  an  adult 
and  sentenced  me  to  life  with  the  possibility  of  parole. 

When  1  was  arrested,  I  admitted  to  all  the  wrongs  I  had  done  to  this  family  and  pled 
guilty  to  all  the  charges.  Though  I  knew  l  had  committed  a  crime  and  regretted  my  actions,  1 
failed  to  understand  the  seriousness  of  my  crime.  Most  importantly,  I  did  not  comprehend  the 
victims’  feelings.  It  was  not  until  I  received  my  education  in  prison  that  1  was  able  to  truly 
become  remorseful  for  the  crime  I  had  committed.  As  an  immigrant  from  China,  I  did  not 
appreciate  the  sacrifices  my  parents  had  made  so  I  could  have  a  better  future.  I  thought  having 
money  equaled  happiness.  I  did  not  understand  the  importance  of  investing  in  my  education  and 
working  hard  to  cam  an  honest  living.  I  was  naive  to  think  that  1  knew  everything.  I  took  the 
guidance  from  my  parents  and  teachers  as  naggings.  Instead,  the  words  from  my  peers  became 
golden  truths.  Because  of  that  type  of  thinking,  I  ended  up  committing  the  crime. 

When  l  committed  the  crime  against  my  victims,  I  unknowingly  sentenced  them,  my 
family  and  myself  to  a  life  of  unimaginable  suffering.  Not  only  did  I  take  away  their  safety,  I 
took  away  the  innocence  of  their  two  young  children.  I  had  no  right  to  violate  their  family  and 
impose  on  their  freedom.  I  also  brought  shame  to  my  family  and  myself.  My  conscience  will 
always  remind  me  the  sufferings  I  have  caused  to  so  many  people.  Therefore,  I  take  full 
responsibility  for  my  actions. 

It  was  not  easy  being  locked  up  for  2 1  years.  My  successful  survival  and  transformation 
are  the  direct  result  of  my  commitment  to  change.  Education  was  the  key  to  my  empowerment 
and  transformation.  From  an  uneducated  and  selfish  teenager  who  did  not  speak  or  write  English, 
I  became  a  compassionate  and  educated  adult  who  is  committed  to  give  back  to  the  community.  I 
earned  my  Associate  of  Arts  degree.  I  worked  with  at-risk  youth  and  wrote  a  curriculum  to  deter 
them  from  committing  crimes.  I  led  a  public  speaking  club.  I  taught  alternatives  to  violence 


workshops.  I  wrote  poetry  and  published  an  anthology  of  creative  writings.  1  taught  myself  basic 
legal  aid  to  defend  my  rights  and  the  rights  of  fellow  prisoners.  However,  none  of  my 
accomplishments  would  have  been  possible  without  the  consistent  support  from  my  family  and 
friends. 


I  am  acutely  aware  of  the  impossibility  of  paying  my  debt  to  the  victims  of  my  crime.  Therefore, 
I  have  decided  to  dedicate  my  life  to  social  services.  Paying  forward  is  the  best  way  for  me  to 
express  my  remorse  for  the  victims,  my  family  and  society.  Since  my  release  in  February  of 
2007, 1  have  immersed  myself  in  serving  the  community  through  my  employment  in  the 
Community  Youth  Center  of  San  Francisco.  I  am  able  to  utilize  my  experiences  to  support  and 
advocate  for  the  historically  disenfranchised  African  Americans  and  underserved  immigration 
population.  I  published  a  book,  “Other:  an  Asian  &  Pacific  Islander  Prisoners’  Anthology.”  I  go 
to  schools,  universities  and  community  based  organizations  across  the  nation  to  give 
motivational  presentations  and  book  readings.  1  love  the  feeling  of  being  able  to  make  a  positive 
impact  on  peoples'  lives. 

I  am  grateftil  for  have  a  second  chance  to  become  a  productive  member  of  society. 
However,  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security’s  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  has 
ordered  my  deportation  to  China  due  to  the  crime  I  committed  at  16  years  old.  Therefore,  1  have 
to  live  with  the  daily  threat  of  being  separated  from  my  wife,  daughter,  family,  and  the  work  l 
love.  Most  importantly,  I  will  be  removed  from  the  country  and  culture  that  I  have  grown 
accustomed  to  and  consider  my  home. 


I  am  seeking  a  pardon  from  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California.  I  want  to  be  able  to 
stay  in  this  country  and  continue  my  work  as  a  servant  of  the  people.  I  want  to  fulfill  my  duties 
as  a  son  to  my  parents,  husband  to  my  wife,  father  to  my  daughter,  brother  to  my  siblings,  and 
uncle  to  my  niece  and  nephews.  Last,  but  not  least,  I  desire  the  right  and  opportunity  to  “Life, 
Liberty  and  thejHifsuft  of  Happiness.”
